TERROR REIGN 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP) | 
— Senate investigators devel- 
oped a story today of hired 
gunmen and thugs used by 
Teamster unions in Tennessee | 
to conduct what Chairman. 
John L. McClellan (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, called a “reign of ter- 
ror’ against truckers and driv- 
ers who did not fall in line. 

The star witness was Mrs. 
Lola Jeanette Freels, former | 
secretary and bookkeeper of | 
Teamster Local 621 in Knox- 


ville. Nervously, she related | 
that W. A. Smith, known as 
“Hard-Hearing Smitty,” was 
brought to Knoxville from 
Nashville for ‘shootings by W. 
J. Reynolds, president, and Hu- 
bert L. Payne, treasurer of the 
Knoxville Teamster union. 
Other Witnesses. 
Among the other witnesses 
before the Senate Rackets In- 
vestigating Committee: 


1. William Leon § Ellis, 
husky former Navy boxer 
known in Nashville as 


“Corky” Ellis, who balked at 
answering questions as to 
whether he had been a ‘goon 
and thug” for Teamsters 
unions in both Knoxville and 
Nashville. Ellis invoked the 
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Fifth Amendment. 

2. Eugene Evans, a former 
member of the Knoxville 
local, who pointed out Ellis 
as the man who “clobbered 
me. kicking me in the face 
and ribs” after Evans had 
difficulties with leaders of 
his union in 1955.

tion's defense and foreign poli- 
Cy plans came away in a criti- 
cal mood, almost to a man 
The lack of “a sense of urgen- 
cy” was the main complaint 

More specifically, the Ad- 
ministration’s plans for larger 
Outlays for implements of mod- 
ern warfare and foreign aid 
were criticized as too little and 
too timid. 


The Democratic leaders, after 
comparing impressions of the 
White House session in private 
talks, left or are preparing to 
leave Washington with a com- 
mon ‘purpose—to impart a 
sense of urgency to Govern- 
ment programs in the con- 
gressional session opening 
Jan. 7. 

As a group, the Democrats 
have no specific program of 
their own and are unlikely to 
draft one. Rather, the outlook 
is for improvisation of a pro- 
gram as the session progresses. 

One well-posted party strate- 
gist, after consulting with 
Democratic leaders who will 
fix the policies, projected the 
election-year session in these 
terms: 

1. Subjecting Administra- 
tion proposals to the most 
critical examination and 
then reshaping them to meet 
the demands of the times. 

2. Putting forward substi- 
tutes for Administration pro- 
posals and originating meas- 
ures to cover fields neglect- 
ed by the executive branch. 
The main emphasis, he pre- 
dicted, would be on “going 
the Administration one better.” 

An example of this was in 
the announcement yesterday 
by Senator Lister Hill (Dem.), 
Alabama, that he was drafting 
a $500,000,000 federal program 
to aid and stimulate science 
education. The Administration 
is thinking in terms of a $300,- 
000,000 program. 


While Hill's bill will not 


necessarily be accepted by the 
Democratic policy makers, it 
appeared certain that Demo- 
cratic Congressmen would pro- 
duce legislation going beyond 
the Administration’s recom- 
mendations in this field. 

Similarly, Congress can be 
expected to exercise the “one 
better” technique in providing 
for a step-up in research, de- 
velopment and production of 
missiles, satellites and other 
military and scientific devices 
of the space age. 

The framework for science- 
military legislation is likely to 
be provided largely by recom- 
mendations frém the “search- 
ing inquiry” into missiles and 
satellites now under way by the 
Senate Preparedness subcom- 
mittee. 

The panel, headed by Demo- 
cratic leader Lyndon B. John- 
son of Texas, may also bring 
out recommendations for’ fed- 
eral action in meeting shortages 
of scientists and s¢eience teach- 
ers. 

Parallel investigations by the 
House Armed Services Commit- 
tee and a House Appropria- 
tions subcommittee that han- 
dies the military budget may 
produce additional proposals 
for legislative action to 
strengthen the country’s de- 
fenses. 

For Spirit of Sacrifice. 

Some Democratic leacers are 
putting emphzsis on what they 
see as a need for a national 
spirit of sacrifice and perhaps 
even austerity. While none is 
advocating congressional initi- 
ative in that respect, some 
stand ready to respond if the 
Administration should propose 
such measures. 

It was said on good authority 
today that some Democratic 
leaders would be receptive, for 
example, to an appeal by the | 
Administration for higher 
taxes, 

On the same authority, it 
was predicted that Congress 
would respond favorably and 
with a minimum of controversy | 
to a request for an increase 
in the $275,000,000,000 ceiling | 
on the national debt. 

The Administration has no 
intention of proposing a tax 
increase and hopes not to need 
toraise the debt limit.

LONDON, Dec. 6 — Britain 
and West Germany agreed yes- 
terday that the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization should ap- 
point a three-man committee to 
investigate West Germany fi- 
nancing of part of the costs of 
maintaining British forces in 
the federal republic. 

The agreement was reached 
during talks here between Dr. 
Heinrich von Brentano. West | 
German Foreign Minister, and 
Prime Minister Macmillan and | 
Foreign Secretary . Selwyn 
Lloyd. 

Meanwhile, in Bonn the 
United States has asked West | 
Germany for another $77,000.,- | 
000 to ,help pay the cost of 
maintaining 250,000 American 
troops in the federal republic. 

Government sources made it 
clear last night that Bonn did 
not intend to pay. Finance 
Minister Franz Etzel, now re- 
ceiving’estimates from federal 
ministries for the fiscal year 
1958-59, is reported to be fac- 


ing the federal republic’s first 
unbalanced budget. 

The United States accepted a 
50 per cent cut under the 


amount received in the admin- 
istrative vear ended in May, 
1937, on condition that it could 
raise the issue again this year. 

The talks in London were 
part of general preparations 
for the meeting of the heads of 
government of the Atlantic 
pact nations in Paris beginning 


Dec. 16. The two governments 
pledged their intention to 
achieve the reunification of 
Germany. They régretted that 
the Soviet Union had not ful- 
filled the obligation that its 


mpresentatives ‘’recognized”’ at 
the Geneva conference of. the 
Big Four heads of government 
in 1955. 

This obligation was to re- 
unite Germany by means of 
free elections. Accepted by 
Nikita S. Khrushchev in July 
of that year, it was avoided by 
Vyacheslav M. Molotov, then 
Soviet Foreign Minister, in No- 
vember.

The choice there was 
to keep the Vanguard satellite 
project on a purely scientific 
basis, with almost no relation 
to the military missile effort. 
Russia, making the military 
choice, won that race. 

New Agency Planned. 


Looking still further ahead 
toward the time of warfare in 
space, the Pentagon will set 
up sometime this month a new 
Advance Research Project 
Agency. 

Headed by a civilian, the 
function of that upper echelon 
agency will be to define and 
develop future weapons which 
the individual services, preoc- 
cupied with today’s troubles, 
may fail to discern or ignore. 
ARPA will develop new weap- 
ons and systems by itself, inde- 
pendent ef the individual serv- 
ices. It then will designate a 
service to operate the weapon 
or system it develops. 

The interests of ARPA will 


be comprehensive, pointed to | 


such things as space platforms 
of tomorrow or rockets reach- 
ing toward the moon. 

Additionally, the new agency 
will have direction of existing 
projects, including the 
*ite program and the anti-mis- 
sile missile project. 

Those familiar with the sit- | 
uation say two basic reasons | 
are behind Secretary of De-| 
fense Neil McElroy’s decision 
to create this super agency: 

1. To prevent some valu- 
able bit of basic research 
from being ignored simply 
because one of the armed 
services might not consider 
it applicable to its require- 
ments. 

2. To gain control over 
duplication of basic research 
efforts and interservice Tri- 


valry.

A New War on Science 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I was surprised and a bit dis- 
appointed to see in the report of 
the general secretaries to the Na- 
tional Council of Churches meeting 
at the Kiel Auditorium this week 
that the churches are redeclaring 
war on science after an armistice 
of the past three decades. 


Under the section, “The Churches 
Reappraise American Society,” we 
read: 


“During recent decades our na- 
tion has been preoccupied with 
technological discovery and ad- 
vance. Accomplishments have been 
So spectacular in the physical sci- 
ences that the people have raised 
few questions about the popular 
assumption that the social sciences 
dealing with man’s behavior and 
relationships, can solve most of the 
problems of society and of the in- 
dividual. . . . Recently more and 
more people both inside the 
churches and outside have come to 
realize that all the sciences togeth- 
er, the physical, social and psycho- 
logical, cannot save man.” 

I question whether there is 
either a professional or popular 
assumption that the social scientists 
can “solve” the problems of man. 

Outside of Dr. Lundberg of the 
University of Washington, who 
classifies himself as a “neo-posi- 
tivist” (asserting that quantifica- 
tion and prediction must ideally’ be 
the goals of the social sciences) 
and who wrote a book some time 
ago entitled, “Can Science Save 
Us?” which question he answered 
affirmatively, I know of no one 
professionally who takes such an 
extreme position. 

. . > 


The role of the scientist, like 
that of the engineer, is to recreate 
the social context which gave rise 
to the problem and make predic- 
tions if possible, which point to- 
ward solution. 

But what use are the profession- 
al churchmen making of the talents 
of the professional scientists? Look- 
ing over the influential “Message” 
committee empowered with draft- 
ing the message to the churches 
and the world, I find that out of 33 
members, 25 are professional re- 
ligionists, with not one of the four 
laymen (four are women) having 
scientific qualifications. 

Scientists will gladly turn over 
to the churches and God the prob- 
lem of society’s problems. They 
will also volunteer their services. 
We have been listening so long to 
voices crying in the wilderness, 
watched the blind leading the blind, 
that many of us are convinced it 
might pe well to stop living in the 
realm of the emotions 23 out of 
every 24 hours of the day and 
start using our God-given reasons, 
with which process science can 
help us. 

~ . 

Given the differentiated relation- 
ship between the professional sci- 
entist and religionists as outlined 
above there need be no cause for 
jurisdictional dispute. Scientists, 
too, are caught in this subhuman, 
mechanical, soul-searing, detestable 
web, this vise, this beastly and ne- 
farious business of preparing for 
the destruction of this second-rate 
planet in a fifth-rate solar system, 
to which they must now apply the 
fruits of their theoretical research. 
Let’s not berate them for it! Let 


‘the churchmen, rather, call out 


fearlessly for halting this futile nu- 
clear and guided missile arms race, 
through the United Nations, to a 
level needed only for maintaining 

domestic tranquility and order. 
The world, the State Department, 
and the scientists are waiting 

breathlessly for them to speak.

Ear to Northward 


A well-mannered but nonetheless pointed les- 
son on how to behave like a good neighbor has 
been read to the United States by the Finance 
Minister of Canada, Donald M. Fleming. Ameri- 
cans have taken their good relations with their 
neighbors to the north so long for granted that 
being taken for granted has actually become 
another sore point with Canadians. 

There is not very much nowadays to be taken 


for granted and there is a very great deal to be | 


taken for diligent work, as anyone who followed 
Mr. Fleming’s address to the Investment Bankers 
Association of America, at Hollywood Beach, 
Fla., would be bound to realize. The more the 
economies of our two countries grow, the more 
understandings will be needed between them. 

Canadians are understandably bothered by 
their chronic and growing imbalance of trade 
with the United States. They are concerned by 
the threat of a lead and zinc tariff which would 
make it still worse. Large American investments 
in Canada, which alone make the economy vi- 
able in the face of the trade imbalances, produce 
their own frictions, particularly when Canadians 
are excluded from investing in American subsi- 
diaries, a practice for which we see no excuse 
whatsoever. Dumping of American wheat on 
the world market at cut prices further upsets 
Canada’s economy. 

These tactics toward our northern neighbor 
are strange indeed. Canada is the best cus- 
tomer we have in the world—and that means 
the best customer any country has in the world. 
More goods flow over our joint border than over 
any other border. Trade with the United States 
represents 22 per cent of the gross national 
product of Canada, the Finance Minister pointed 
out, so it is the crux of the business of earning 
their way for Canadians. 

Good as is our own country’s trade with Can- 
ada, it accounts for less than 2 per cent of the 
gross national product. Here is, to a large ex- 
tent, the nut of the trouble with Canadian- 
American relations currently. Matters which 
Canadians are obliged to treat as those of life 
and death are often looked on in this country 
as side issues. 

Finance Minister Fleming is quite right when 
he says the United States ought ‘to recognize a 
special responsibility not to damage Canada’s 
export opportunities. We would go further and 
say that this country ought to recognize a special 
responsibility for fair, equal and constructive 
dealings with Canada all along the line. If 
there is anyone with whom pre-eminently we can 
be good neighbors and owe it to ourselves as well 
to be good neighbors, it is the Canadians. 

First of all, however, Americans will have to 
rid themselves of the historic illusion that things 
settle themselves automatically between Canada 
and the United States. We have heard so much 
about “the longest unpatrolled border in the 
world” that our concept of Canada has become 
a stereotype which grows more unrealistic every 
year. Finance Minister Fleming has brought 
concrete evidence that in order for unfortunate 
relations between us to be mended we will have 
to work at it. For a starter, let us work at it 
hard enough to be persuaded that this is so. 
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Trains in a Fog 

The train wreck at London, in which perhaps 
100 persons lost their lives, raises two pertinent 
questions anew. Should trains be allowed to 
carry passengers without all the basic safety de- 
vices? Should passenger trains run blind at all? 

The two trains which crashed in a thick Lon- 
don fog repeated more, than one of the old, fa- 
miliar patterns of railroad disaster. The rear-end 
collision following the stoppage of one train on 
the main line—or on a siding with the last car, 
unknown to its train crew, still sticking out 
on the main line; the derailment of alate train 
speeding to make up, usually ‘round a curve: 
these are among the most oft-told tales of trage- 
dy in rail transport. In the London disaster one 
train had come to a full stop, and a second train 
leaving an hour behind-time smashed into it. 

So long as passenger trains run as close to- 
gether as they do, and at as high speeds, it seems 
automatic train control and two-way radio should 
be minimum required equipment. Automatic 
train control takes over and brings the train 
to a halt if the engineer fails to see or deliber- 
ately ignores the sign of the block signal system 
to stop. Two-way radio, though admittedly not 
a panacea, supplies a check to determine that 
the train crew has received its orders and under- 
stands them. 

As to whether an engineer should ever attempt 
to run his train when he cannot see his way 
ahead, the answer seems to us plainly no. Fly- 
ing blind, with all the gear for it, is risky in* 
an airplane. In a railroad train, with no gear 
for it whatever, it is too risky altogether. 
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A Lane for Busses 

Public Service Co. has renewed earlier pro- 
posals for rush-hour traffic speed-up—including 
use of the curb lane by busses only. They were 
addressed to the city-county Citizens Metropoli- 
tan Transit Committee, currently supervising a 
$500,000 comprehensive traffic-transit.survey of 
the whole St. Louis district. , 

What the company evidently seeks is an in- 
dorsement of its idea in the citizens’ report to 
Mayor Tucker and Supervisor Matthews some 
time next summer. But in this instance there 
may be no need to wait until next summer. Why 
could not the city, in co-operation with the tran- 
sit company, see what could be done on an ex- 
perimental basis to speed bus traffic now? 

The Citizens Committee reported recently that 
the number of persons *~tering and leaving the 
downtown business di: .ct each day has de- 
creased by 38,600—or 16.3 per cent—since 1950. 
But the number of automobiles reaching down- 
town each day has grown by 4700 over seven 
years ago. If a separate rush-hour lane for 
busses will speed service it might persuade a 
few of those motorists to leave their cars at 
home and take the bus. The city ought to per- 
mit the company to try the plan and see. 
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A Liquid Field 

Leo Perlis, community service director of the 
AFL-CIO, says bartenders see more people with 
personal problems than social workers do, and 
he hopes to train union ‘bartenders for social 
work. “Instead of just listening to the customer 
with a problem,” he says, “these trained bar- 
tenders would be able to refer them to the 
proper community agency.” 

This may be a sound idea, but there is always 
a risk involved in mixing advanced psychology 
with tending bar, or tending anything. Our 
schools were thought to be doing pretty well 
until they suddenly were expected to solve per- 
sonality and disciplinary problems as well as 
educational ones. The problem is always to put 
first things first. 

It is our understanding that the first requisite 
of a good bartender is to be able to prepare a 
good drink. That is precisely where the AFL- 
CIO ought to start training bartenders. If they 
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then become good tenders of the bar, they will 
automatically be welcomed as good benders of 
the ear. “And “just listening,” as Mr. Perlis de- 
scribes it, is really the beginning of treatment; 
it need not necessarily be topped with a mara- 
schino of suggestions. 

But all we really meant to say was that social 
work at the bar begins. behind it. If a martini 
is anything, it should be sociable. 
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The Parties Changing Sides? 

The Democratic leaders of Congress will make 
a serious mistake, -both politically and from a 
broader point of view, if they become the cham- 
pions of a response to the new Soviet challenge 
which is confined to military measures. 

Adlai E. Stevenson knows better than this, as 
he showed when he advised Secretary Dulles 
against under-emphasis of the nonmilitary strate- 
gy, political and economic, which this country 
and the whole free world should adopt. But there 
are signs the congressional leaders of his party 
are not so wise. 

Senator Russell is talking about taking any 
new expenditures for missile development out of 
foreign aid funds. Representative Carl Albert 
of Oklahoma, House Democratic whip, talks of 
cuts in economic aid. And there is murmuring 
against the Administration’s proposal for a five- 
year extension of the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act. ; 

If the net of all this is to be a Democratic 
stand in favor of: greatiy increased military ex- 
penditures but opposed to anything else, the na- 
tion will be ill served and the parties will have 
undergone an astonishing transfer of roles. 

The most serious indictment that can be 
brought against the Eisenhower Administration's 
foreign policy as a whole is that it has empha- 
sized a purely negative military containment of 
Russia at the expense of political and economic 
initiatives that would carry a real impact among 
free and uncommitted peoples. 

The Administration itself is now beginning to 
recognize this. Senator Dulles at long last con- 
cedes the need for some economic strategy, 
though he seems to have few creative ideas for 
putting it into effect. If Democrats now confine 
their contribution to demanding more money for 
weapons and less money for everything else, they 
will find themselves stuck with what used to be 
G.O.P. policy, while the Republicans take over 
a pale version of what used to be theirs. 

This would be bad for the country and for the 
Democratic party too. For years the Democrats 
have been unjustly branded the “war party.” 
Their best answer to the smear has been the 
record of constructive statesmanship their party 
has compiled in peace, as well as its leadership 
in war. If they now prove bankrupt of any ideas 
except military ones, the Democrats may not 
find it so easy to throw off the “war party” tag 
in the future. 
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Those Low-Speed Enclaves 

An abnormally low speed limit along a stretch 
of highway, established for the sole reason that 
there is a town somewhere off to one side, can 
be one of the banes of motoring. The Illinois 
Division of Highways’ decision to raise the speed 
limit on U.S. 40 along the western boundary of 
Fairmont City from 35 to 45 miles an hour 
strikes us as sensible on its face. 

District Engineer E. W. Riefler’s statement 
that the new limit is rational and enforceable 
carries weight. Mayor William Longust Jr. says 
the higher speed will present a hazard to resi- 
dents crossing the highway, but that is a little 
hard to imagine. 

The Division of Highways deserves support in 
its determination to make speed limits make 
sense. Highway departments ip other states also 
would do well to insist upon lifting unreasonably 
low limits which at best are impositions on the 
motorist, and at worst are speed traps. 
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Good Labor Law Program 

Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell, appear- 
ing before the AFL-CIO convention, outlined an 
intelligent program of labor legislation which 
the Administration promises to sponsor. 

The Administration will ask Congress to safe- 
guard pension and welfare funds, he said. Such 
a law is desirable and it should cover all funds, 
whether controlled by union officials, manage- 
ment or outside agencies. 

The Government also will ask that financial 
relations between union officials and employers 
be publicized, and it will seek a ban on picket 
lines where employes do not desire to join a 
Ainion. Labor may oppose the latter proposal, 
but both would promote legitimate organization 
and bargaining procedures. More controversial 
is the plan to insure union elections by secret 
ballot. Unobjectionable in principle, this will 
have.to be spelled out in more detail to avoid 
undue governmental influence in union affairs. 

That the Administration program was not con- 
ceived in an anti-union spirit was indicated by 
Mr. Mitchell’s promise that it would not include 
a right-to-work bill nor a ban on the closed shop. 

The question, of course, is whether Congress 
will take as enlightened an approach to labor 
legislation as that outlined by the Secretary of 
Labor. Those inclined to be more “tough” should 
realize that unions are here to stay. The task 
is to correct abuses, not punish honest men. 
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One Year of Revolt 

Somewhere in the jungles of Oriente province 
of eastern Cuba, we imagine, a little band of 
armed men this week must have drunk a brief 
toast of rum to an important anniversary. A 
year earlier 82 young Cubans led by Fidel Cas- 
tro had landed on a beach, a few survived the 
Cuban army’s manhunt, and others joined 

them. Today the Castro revolt remains a peril 
to the Batista dictatorship. 

Castro’s men landed on Dec. 2, 1956. Almost 
immediately, the Government announced that 
Castro had been killed. It was not until two 
months later, when an American correspondent 
managed a secret visit to Castro’s headquarters, 
that the world learned the truth. 

Even today Americans know little about events 
in Cuba, and the Cubans know more only be- 
cause of their remarkable grapevine. For Presi- 
dent Batista has imposed the severest censorship 
in the republic’s long history of censorships. His 
censors sit in every newspaper and radio office; 
there is no appeal from their arbitrary rule. 

Yet the news leaks out. Castro’s men raid an 
army post at one end of the island. A few 
nights later, 30 bombs go off in Havana. In an- 
other rural area, sugar cane is burned. Havana 
police round up 100 alleged terrorists within a 
few days. Supposed rebels are hanged from 
telephone poles; others disappear; more bombs 
explode. By now the world at least knows that 
rebellion has not been suppressed by terrorism. 

As long as the revolt continues, as long as Cas- 
tro continues his remarkable military feat 
against the well-armed power of the Govern- 
ment, Cubans will know that Batista’s absolu- 
tism is not absolute. That knowledge is danger- 
ous for a dictatorship and censorship cannot 
suppress it. ~ ;

The Prime Minister’s talks with M. 
Gaillard have evidently been dom- 
inated by the rancor which the Tu- 
nisian arms deliveries provoked in 
France against this country. 

There is evidence in the joint com- 
munique that the British Ministers 
were ready to do what they could to 
soothe Frerfch feelings on this matter. 
They agreed that “France should con- 
tinue to discharge her special respon- 
sibilities in North Africa” and they 
recognized that “‘re- 
sponsibility for the 
solution of the Al- 
gerian question lies 
with France.” But 
such confirmation 
that Britain is not 
seeking to oust 
France from North 
Africa should hard- 
ly need saying. 

On the immedi- 
ate cause of the re- 
cent upset to Anglo- 
French relations, 
the communique 
discloses that no 
real agreement was 
reached. The British appear to have 
agreed to consult with their French 
colleagues in the event of a further 
request for arms from Tunisia, but to 
have declined to concede to France 
the right to veto British actions in the 
matter. 


That does not take us much farther, 
since the British and American arms 
deliveries were, in fact, only made 
after protracted consultations with the 
French. | 

What the French seem to have 
sought, and to have failed to obtain, 
is a British assurance that France 
would be left to determine Western 
policy toward Tunisia in view of 
France’s special responsibilities in Al- 
geria—in other words, that Britain 
should accept that Tunisia and Al- 
geria were linked in a single prob- 
lem. That is not the case, and could 
not be so regardéd by any government 
which recognized Tunisian independ- 
ence. 

Mr. Macmillan'’s statement that 
“great progress” had been made at 
the talks may, however, be taken to 
indicate that something positive was 
done to reduce the feeling in France 
of isolation and unlovedness which 
seems to account for much of her 
present suspicions of her allies. 

In thegmain the present ill-feeling 
is a symptom of what is wrong with 
France. For a couple of years now, she

has been busy shutting herself up 
in her own house, barring the win- 
dows, and fighting the fires lit by her 
rebellious children. This self-incar- 
ceration of France helps to account 
for the strength of the protest which 
the Anglo-American delivery of arms 
to Tunisia has aroused. 


Though French Ministers were not 
taken by surprise, the French public 
was, and with it part of the parlia- 
mentary majority. As at the time of 
Suez, the public has been ill-informed 
of what was happening abroad. 


The trouble was not that Ministers 
thought any arms sent to Tunisia 
would go to the Algerian rebels in 
spite of Tunisian assurances (this was 
anyhow unlikely) but that—such was 
their domestic situation—they could 
not make up their minds whether to 
treat Tunisia as a friendly independ- 
ent country or as potential enemty. 

The conflict between these policies 
is no longer peculiar to France. Her 
AtIintic allies are now obliged to re- 
solve it for themselves too, as they 
will be again whenever a member 
country insists that it has special in- 
terests which its allies must neither 
question nor cross but which, on the 
contrary, it must support whatever 
the consequences to them all. 


Cyprus is a case in point. It too 
has damaged the alliance. But the 
British Government has at last begun 
to acknowledge, however timidly, that 
conflicts that damage the alliance are 
besf resolved by enlisting the help of 
the allies. 


Few people outside France see 
much hope for France’s Algerian pol- 
icy. It offers no political solution that 
Algerians are likely to rally to, it 
proposes no negotiations except in 
circumstances that are not likely to 
come about, it looks to a military vic- 
tory which has been many times an- 
nounced but nowhere forthcoming, 
and it goes together with methods of 
repression which even Frenchmen 
justify only on the grounds that (as 
they claim) they work. 


Many people outside France, again, 
fear that this policy will do them and 
France grievous harm. * They do not 
imagine that France can be militarily 
defeated in Algeria if she sinks her 
resaurces into it. 


But while the policy is in force, 
they see France sliding deeper into 
economic difficulties, and also into a 
political shadowland where freedom, 
candor, and law, the boast of the 
alliance, grow steadily more ghostly. 


More Migrants From the South

Between Book Ends 
Defeat of the Microbes 


THE CENTURY OF THE SURGEON, 

y Jurgen Thorwald, (Pantheon, 432 

pgs., $5.95.) 

This story is told in the first person 
by a doctor named Hartmann who is 
patterned after the author’s grand- 
father. The chronicler’s tale covers 
the century ‘starting in 1846 in the 
Massachusetts General Hospital in 
Boston where Dr. L. C. Warren ex- 
cised a tumor affecting the maxillary 
gland and tongue of George Abbott. 

According to Hartmann this was to 
have been another screaming, bloody 
example of the current surgical meth- 
ods. But Dr. W. Morton administered 
a preparation which rendered the op- 
eration painless and Dr. Warren called 
it, “... no humbug!” 

By means of a flashback we are 
given the connection between Horace 
Wells and William Morton who both 
claimed discovering this new method 
of relieving pain. The author treats 
this controversy rather fully yet ob- 
jectively.

Hartmann encounters lithotomy, that 
is, cutting stones from the bladder, 
plastic surgery, Caesarean section. He 
tells about Margaretha Kleb, the first 
person to survive excision of a kidney 
made possible in large measure by the 
application of the antisepsis theories 
of Joseph Lister. . 

Lister’s contribution to surgery and 
the slow acceptance of his theories by 
the surgical world is covered in some 
detail. It is remarkable that one man 
spearheaded the fight against the doc- 
trine of centuries that “laudable pus” 
was the correct symptom to be sought 
for, even engineered for, after any sur- 
gical operation. 

Robert Koch proved that infection 
was the result of microbes’ work. Ig- 
naz Semmelweis proved that a physi- 
cian’s unclean hands could and did 
contaminate surgical wounds. These 
and others added to and expanded 
Lister’s original premise, but Listé 
himself, was on the firing line and 
eventually succeeded in gettihg his 
theories generally accepted. 

Eventually surgery penetrates the 
peritoneum, makes appendectomy safe 
and successfully operates on the liv- 
ing human heart.

This book is a very good apprecia- 
tion of surgery’s progress during the 
last 100 years. However, the device of 
the first person seems disconcerting 
and unnecessary to the subject mat- 
ter. Surgery is drama, per se, and 
does not need the first person tech- 
nique or within that, the death of the 
narrator’s wife from a cancerous tu- 
mor of the pylorus, to give it added 
tension—even when this death is 
woven into the story of the progress 
of gastric surgery. 

Some may also disagree with the 
author’s viewpoint as expressed by 
Bertrand Gosset that “. .. everything 
norance, of torture .. . of fruitless 
wandering in the dark.” 

Mr. Thorwald emphasizes his points 
adroitly and precisely and none will 
disagree that his book is interesting 
and informative.

No doubt, there will be sub- 
stantial majorities in Congress 
for specific requests for more 
money. But there is no pros- 
pect at this time that there 
will be the kind of nonpartisan 
unity in the next Congress 
which there was, let us Say, 
after Pearl Harbor. 

Failure of the President. 

Why not? The country finds 
itself in a very serious situa- 
tion, one which, if it is not 
righted, can have fearful con- 
sequences. Why, then, is there 
no good prospect that the Con- 
gress will close its ranks, and 
rally to the President's stand- 
ard? 

The answer, I am afraid, is 
that the President has raised 
no standard to which the 
country can rally. After Pearl 
Harbor, it was clear to every- 
one that the country. must 
unite in order to win the war 
which had so nearly been lost, 
and that this meant raising and 
equipping great military forces. 
But as to sputnik, there is no 
such clarity about our objec- 
tives and our duty. 

For, as the scientists have 
been telling us, we have fallen 
behind in the race of arma- 
ments because we have fallen 
behind in our technological «a- 
pacity as it relates to the in- 
struments of power. 


No Concrete Program. 


This is a default that cannot 
be corrected quickly. More- 
over, though it cannot be cor- 
rected without the expenditure 
of much more money and much 
more effort, no one inside or 
outside the Administration is 
as yet able to define adequately 
a concrete program. 


Why. one may ask, is it a 
time when the role of the op- 
position is so big and so im- 
portant? The answer is that 
the Administration cannot be 
counted upon to furnish the 
leadership which our situation 
demands. 

There are two reasons for 
this. The one is that the great 
default took place because 
they ignored their own intelli- 
gence. Human nature being 
what it is. it is easier to 
acknowledge the real situation 
under tHe pressure of an op- 
position than it is to confess 
it voluntarily. 

The second reason is that 
the President is in no condi- 


tion to exert the enormous 
energies which the situation 
ealls for. and to endure the 


fearful strains of carrying out 
great programs. 


Influence Weakening. 


Let us remember the situa- 
tion in which we find our- 
selves. We have lost, or we 
are almost certain to lose in 
the near future, that command 
of the air on which our world 
position has rested. 

For many teasons, which 
seem to me good reasons, I do 
not think this means that we 
shall be attacked and devas- 
tated. But I believe it does 
mean that until and unless we 
are able to right the balance 
of power which is now against 
us, our influence will decline, 
our alliances will become 
enfeebled, our positions abroad 
will tend to distintegrate.

Origin of Difficulty Ceus- 
ing Dizziness Believed 
Found, He Says. 


The origin @a disorder in 
the balance mechanism of the 
inner ear, which causes pos- 
tural dizziness, is believed to 
have been disclosed in recent 
experiments, Dr. Harold F.

The New Films 


‘That Bottled Spider, That Foul 
Hunch-Back’d Toad!” 


THOSE WHO SAW Laurence Olivier’s motion picture 
version of Shakespeare's “RICHARD III,” on television in 
its nation-wide broadcast in March, 1956, should not be 
deterred by that from seeing it again on the widescreen 

a at the APOLLO THEATER where it is 
getting its first theater showing here, how- 
ever belatedly. For they didn’t really see 
much of it on TV, especially black and 
white TV. 
If ever a film was not i1eant for, nor 
S suitable for the television medium, it was 
“Richard.” In the theater, it bursts forth 
in the hues and composition of Renaissance paintings in 
its lovely Technicolor and the stunning clarity of its Vista- 
Vision. Much of Oilvier’s technique of alternating in ca- 
dence between closeups and long shots suffered on TV 
because the long shots were hazy on the crowded little 
screen. In the theater these shots stand out vividly. 

Dramatically Director-Star-Producer Olivier has shaped 
“Richard III,” notoriously a difficult play, into a trench- 
ant, incisive study of pure evil, and has acted it brilliantly. 
Richard, Duke of Gloucester, “that bottled spider, that foul 
hunch-back’d toad,” is the most dastardly of. Shakespeare's 
villians and has fascinated stars from Burbage to Barry- 
more. However( the play, with its involved genealogy, its 
web of murders and its position as last in the tetralogy of 
plays about the complex War of. the Roses is hard to 
follow, awkward, uneven, and one of the least poetic of 
Shakespeare’s works. 

BUT BY CUTTING( transposing, by using some por- 
tions of “Henry VI—Part 3,” by, as he put it, “horsing 
around,” Oilivier has hammered the play into leaner steel 
which centers solely on the workings of a ruthless, bril- 
liantly paranoiac mind. He opens on the coronation scene 
(really, the last scene in “Henry VI") in which the newly 
crowned Edward IV is able to explain somewhat the turmoil- 
of the wars between the house of York and the house of 
Lancaster (although it still is advisable to read both “Rich- 
ard II,” and “Henry VI, Part 3” before going to see this to 
get everything straight.) Against the pageantry of the court, 
the camera finds in the foreground, the sardonic, intellec- 
tua] face of Richard, framed in long black hair, with a big 
nose jutting straight down from his forehead without in- 
denture like a hog’s snout, sensuous lips, and great smoul- 
dering, baleful black eyes. He limps up to the camera as 
the procession passes, and speaks mincingly, mockingly and 
full of hate of “the winter of my discontent,” interpersing 
generously lines from the “I'll pluck it down” soliloquy 
from “Henry VI, Part 3." The dark wickedness and tower- 
ing ambition of the man spurt out like venom. The stagi- 
ness of the unusual soliloquy or aside is overcome—he is 
cozily taking the audience into his confidence. 


Richard, with a combination of glib arrogance 
and mock humility brazenly making love to Lady 
Anne, whose husband and father-in-law he has 
just murdered, breathes sensuality. Richard being 
sanctimonious, Richard tossing off clipped com- 
mands to murder, the sudden blood-freezing look 
of black hatred on his face as the little prince 
jokes about his deformity, Richard squirming 
down on a rope from a tower like a spider drop- 
ping from its web in his triumphant haste to have 
Buckingham kiss hie gauntlet, the first obeisance 

‘te his royalty, Richard fighting savagely as the 
soldiers close around him on Bosworth field and 
hack him to pieces, are all diverse facets of a 
mighty performance, one of the great pieces of 
“Shakespearean acting of this century, certainly. 


CLAIRE BLOOM, as Anne, whom Richard made wife 
by sheer domination, makes the brief role glow with inten- 
sity, from suffering, to loathing, to wavering doubt and 
final weary disillusionment. As Richard's brother, the Duke 
of Clarence, John Gielgud, however skilled, is too gentle, 
to the pdint of saintliness, for a man whose own hands 
were dyed itt blodd. Ralph Richardson, too, seems far too 
mild and colorless as Buckingham for the pal of Richard 
fn foul deeds. Cedric Hardwicke, makes a good weakling 
King Edward IV. 


Olivier, appropos of his Richard, makes the film reek 
with violence. The drowning of Clarence in a butt of 
malmsey wine is brutally shown. The sudden sight of the 
bloody ax blade lifted after it descended on Hastings’ 
head is a revolting thing, as is the pillow suddenly stifling 
out the lives of the two little princes, “those tender babes.” 
Sensuality is added by showing Edward IV's mistress, 
(Pamela Brown) having her caress him on his deathbed 
‘Behind the back of his queen, and later loll in Hastings 


fms. 
Olivier has doubled the shock of Richard's 

blunt proposition to Anne at the funeral by mak- 
ing the corpse that of her murdered husband, the 
Prince of Wales, and not that of Henry VI. Prob- 
ably to make Anne’s quasi-surrender not too un- 
believably sudden, he has cut this courtship scene 
inte two parts. 
He has simplified the plot to eliminate the fiery 
‘Queen Margaret and her two cursing scenes, and eliminated 
‘geven of the 11 ghosts that haunt Richard in his pre- 
Battle nightmare. Richard's speech of fearful remorse on 
‘his awakening is cut, thus sending him to his death un-

Brick Veneer Leaks. 


IF YOU LIVE in a brick 
house the chances are that it’s 
brick veneer and this means 
that there is a single thickness 
of bricks that act as the ex- 
terior siding. There is a space 
of about one inch between this 
veneer of brick and the house 
sheathing and sometimes water 
gets into this space. When it 
does, it may eventually leak 
through to damage the interior 
walls of the house. 

Water can get through the 
brick veneer at the joints be- 
tween brick and window and 
door frames. For this reason, 
be sure that these joints are 
well packed with caulking com- 
pound. Water also can get 
through the brick because of 
faulty mortar joints. If the 
mortar between the brick has 
cracked or has shrunk, a driv- 
ing wind can easily force rain 
right through the small open- 
ing and into the wall. If the 
cracks are small, you can seal 
them up by coating the mortar 
joints with a colorless water- 
proofing compound. If the 
mortar is in very poor condi- 
tion it's best to cut out the 
damaged mortar and replace it 
with fresh mortar. 

WATER STAINS on the in- 
side wall surface may show up

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several feet away from the 
spot where the water is enter- 
ing the outside wall. This is 
because once the water gets 
past the brick, it may have to 
travel a bit before it finds an 
opening in the waterproof 
paper that covers the sheath- 
ing. Don't, therefore, assume 
that by fixing up the mortar 
on the bricks directly in back 
of the leaky area that you will 
have solved the problem. The 
problem may be several feet 
away. 

It's a good idea with brick 
veneer to drill % inch holes 
through the lowest course of 
mortar joints. Space these 
about every 12 inches apart 
and let them slant upward 
slightly. These “weep” holes 
will help to drain off any water 
that should get behind the 
brick.

DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: 
I am frantically concerned 
about our 14-year-old son and 
only child, who for the past 
six years has been es this 
wonderful old earth a living 
hell. He has absolutely no re- 
spect for us, his teachers or 
his friends. He openly flaunts 
himself, despises school and 
refuses to co-operate with us 
in any way. How we could 
have failed to such an extent 
as parents, I can't possibly 
imagine. 

We have consulted with our 
pastor, a child guidance psy- 
chiatrist, his teachers and tu- 
tors, To no avail. Last year, 
we sent him to a boys’ private 
school and after six months, we 
were requested to send him 
back home. The school authori- 
ties told us that although he 
committed no such act, he 
seemed to have criminal ten- 
dencies and that we should be 
firm with him. We are and 
have been. It doesn't work. We 
live in constant fear that he 
will do something drastic and 
bring real tragedy to all con- 
cerned as well as to himself.

ANSWER: You seek “any 
advice or bit of help.” Quite 
often, in trying to help people 
through this column, I feel 
frustrated because I can’t do 
as much for them as they 
would like me to. I can't 
diagnose; I can’t treat. That 
is your doctor’s job. All I can 
do is sense the problem from 
your letters, and try to give 
you the benefit of my experi- 
ence. 


Mrs. P. O., I realize how 
frantically you are asking for 
help; but this is all I can 
tell you. I have seen many 
youngsters like yours. Some 
turned out to be neurotics; 
others, unfortunately, were 
psychotics. The most im- 
portant “bit of help” I can 
bring to you is this: you 
must take him to a psychia- 
trist for the correct distine- 
tion between these two pos- 
sibilities. 

If he is just a neurotic, mal- 
adjusted child you may keep 
him at home and have him 
take treatment at the doctor's 
office. However, if you are 
faced with the realization that 
he is suffering from a severe 
psychosis, I believe that you 
should agree to have him treat- 
ed in a mental institution—if 
that is your psychiatrist's de- 
sire. Only in that way. can 
you hope to save him from 
himself. 

Meanwhile, I suggest that

Our Food Future 


Last of a Sertes. 
THERE ARE big things in our future 


We're shooting up and spreading out. If we can be- 
lieve the president of the Independent Grocers’ Alliance, 
the average American female will weigh 346 pounds by 

2957 A.D., and her mate 
will tip—or topple—the 
scale at 370! 

What a world!... 
where a Mansfield or a 
‘Monroe would be pitied 
for her puniness! 

Of course, I won't 
be here in 100 years, but 
the food scene changes 
so swiftly that I'd shy 
from poking fun at a 
forecast for tomorrow. 
I've learned my lesson. 

Last April 9 I listened 
to a description of “ex- 
perimental model 
X-PC-1," sneered in 
ladylike fashion and said, 
“science-fiction.” But on 
April 10 I ate my words. 
General Electric engi- 
neers unveiled a mechan- 
ical marvel that will de- 
liver multi-course hot meals at the touch of a button. Your 
pre-selected menu moves from home food freezer, via 
automatic conveyor system, to electronic cooker—and 
everything from pepper pot to pot roast to potato pan- 
cakes to pecan pie pops out, done to a turn, at the right 
time. 


. «+ Namely us! 


And speaking of pots, pot-washing is on its 
way out. Some quick mixes already come pack- 
aged with disposable pans, and more will follow. 
The skillet may someday be sold as a quaint 
kitchen ornament—in a class with the cranberry 
scoop and the old spinning-wheel. 


THE OVAL EGG may also become an anachronism. 
De-shelled and decanted into plastic containers, eggs will 
soon be sold to you square! Easier to store and ship, they 
say. Within five years we'll see irradiated foods in our 
supermarkets. Exposing meat and vegetable matter to 
an atomic beam kills off the bacteria that cause spoilage. 
Even such highly perishable products as pork sausage 
and seafood will sit out on a shelf, sans any sort of icing. 


The future supermarket will be something special. 
We already have some “automatic” stores, of course—the 
kind in which customers spot what they want, drop coins 
in a slot, and saunter off with no queueing-up at a check- 
out counter. 


The catch has always been that word “coin.” The 
woman with her heart set on a $6 rib roast would get 
round-shouldered or slip a dise lugging all that silver 
along. But within a year, a merchandise machine which 
accepts bills will be on—if not in—the market. 


Maybe you've seen the new machine that makes gen- 
uine,.as opposed to instant, coffee. If not, you will. Hol- 
low prongs plunge into a vacuum-packed can of coffee, 
and boiling water descends to make a strong black brew; 
best of all, the machine shoots all the unsold stuff down 
the drain after three hours and starts afresh. Friends, 
please note. 


A line of frozen baby foods may be announced 
before this paragraph sees print. At the oppo- 
site pole, processors and geriatricians have joined 
forces to talk about special foods for our old folks. 


IN THE FUTURE, as in the past and present, finances 
will continue to be a problem ... and food costs will 
continue to fluctuate. Blame it on our changing tastes. 
Pork—once considered an economy”™meat—is an excellent 
example. Know why it’s high? We're using more de- 
tergents, less soap ... more vegetable shortening, less 
lard. Since the soap and fat manufacturers no longer 
buy all the lard, the rest of the pig has to provide the 
lost profit. 


The peripheral factors involved in food processing 
and marketing wiil give employment to many thousands 
in the fields of physics, engineering, statistics, microscopy, 
toxicology, pharmacology, six kinds of chemistry—and a 
score of other professions you'd never connect with eat- 
ing at all. Take the “off” flavor noticeable in some pack- 
aged products; certain types of cardboard and printers’ ink 
are responsible, so your applesauce may need some pretty 
offbeat experts. 


At the Evans Research and Development Corp., one 
of the largest independent consulting firms in. the coun- 
try, I was told to watch out for more portion-sized pack- 
aging .. the use of antibiotics to retard spoilage of 
meat and fish... enzyme-enhancement of foods which have 
lost flavor in processing. (The latter consists of adding 
natural peack or porterhouse or any other appropriate 
enzyme to the canned, dehydrated, frozen or irradiated 
item, so that it tastes like itself—only more so.) 


In the years to come, many of the old standbys will 
surprise you. Cans and their contents, for example, will 
continue to improve. Shorter cooking time has already 
resulted in-better flavor, color and texture—and a new 
container lining, recently perfected, permits even sticky 
substances to vacate the can without coaxing. 


The spotlight has swung to newer methods of 
preservation, but you can’t discount the can— 
not when the production of canned juices has 
risen 304 per cent, and canned meats 540 per cent, 
in the last two decades! And not when canned 
goods have held their price rise to 73 per cent 
while over-all food costs have climbed 140 per 
cent in the same period. 


IN FACT, the ‘most spectacular new entry in the food 
field utilized the can as a container. It’s hard to believe 
that commercial baby food was non-existent until 1930, 
when it sold in drugstores for 35 cents a small tin. The 
first strained meats d'dn't appear untily1947, and a good 
40 per cent of Gerber’s business today is on items intro- 
duced since World War II. I have a sneaking suspicion 
that the current birth rate wouldn't be such a whopping 
one if young mothers still had to cook, mix, mash, scrape 
and strain. 


From infants to electricity seems a long and unlikely 
leap—but raising and feeding a family without AC-DC 
to do the dirty work would be almost impossible these 
days. Unfortunately, eight out of 10 homes built before 
the war are already inadequately wired for today’s elec- 
trical-loads . . . and amazing kitchen appliances are going 
to appear thick and fast in the future. If you’re building 
or remodeling, you'd be wise to insist on much more 
than minimum FHA requirements. 


Just another word or two before I plug in the sauce- 
pan and scramble some oval eggs. After seeing what the 
industrial designers are dreaming up for us, I think I'd 
enroll any daughter of mine at M.LT. instead of a do- 
mestic science sort of school. We're about to enter an 
age of atomic, electronic—-supersonic—eating!

MOLLY MOODY, still in her 
teens, already owns three 
champion saddle horses, holds 
two world championships and 
has a roomful of _ silver 
trophies and a fast growing 
reputation as one of the out- 
standing young equestriennes 
and exhibitors on the tanbark 
trail. 

A 19-year-old Washington 
University sophomore, Molly is 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Buryl Moody of Chevy Hill Farm 
in Edwardsville. She capped 
four years on the horse show 
circuit this summer when her 
entries won three grand cham- 
pionships at the twenty-first 
annual Junior League Horse 
Show in Lexington, Ky. and 
two world championships at the 
world series of the saddle 
horse kingdom — the glamor- 
ous Kentucky State Fair in 
Louisville. 

In her stables are Lady Car- 
rigan, world champion in the 
five-gaited class; Sunshine 
Carol, world champion in the 
three-gaited class, and Martha 
Denmark, grand champion in 
the fine harness class. 


The three took top honors 
at the Lexington show in the 
first triple championship of the 
event’s history. In addition, 
Sunshine won the three-gaited 
title at the American Royal 
in Kansas City, and all three 
horses have picked up blue 
ribbons and trophies for Molly 
in smaller shows throughout 
the area. 


The slender, round-faced co- 
ed has been riding since she 
was 3—although that first 
ride consisted of five min- 
utes on the horse’s back and an 
unschedule slide toward the 
ground. But in championship 
stakes, her trainer, Garland 
Bradshaw of Danville, Ky., 
takes the horses into the ring 
while Molly sits in the family 
box with her. proud and en- 
thusiastic parents, hoping and 
praying and mentally tugging 
Lady or Sunshine or Martha 
Denmark into the winner’s spot- 
light.

4. South makes his no-trump 
game by setting up his shorter 
suit first. He does this to pre- 
vent West from running the 
hearts. 

If declarer immediately tries 
the club finesse and loses, East 
will return his last heart to set 
up West’s suit. Now declarer 
with only eight tricks—two 
hearts, two diamonds and four 
clubs—can try to slip through 
the jack of spades; but West 
will jump in with the ace and 
take the fifth heart, giving the 
defense three hearts, a club 
and a spade for down oné. 

The winning play is to lead ° 
a spade at trick three. If West 
ducks, declarer shifts to clubs 
to make game. If West takes 
the spade ace and sets up the 
fifth heart, declarer can lose 
the club finesse safely, for 
East will have no heart to 
return.

Child Needs 


A Regular fi a 
| Bedtime Rule — 


By Angelo Patri 


A REGULAR BEDTIME for 
the children, set in accordance 
with their ages, and held firm- 
ly despite all protests, is best 
for the children, for their par- 
ents and for the general har- 
mony of the household. The 
young ones soon learn the in- 
evitability of bedtime if it is 
made so by uninterrupted rou- 
tine. Once that is broken it 
will be more difficult to estab- 
lish it again and to maintain it. 

“Why do they insist that ‘I'm 
not tired; I’m not sleepy, I 
think it’s mean to make me go 
to bed when I’m not tired,’ 
when they know it is bedtime 
and that they need their sleep?” 


CHILDREN are likely to 
play, keep active, beyond the 
time when they have reached 
the fatigue point. Their nerves 
no longer register fatigue and 
they keep going until they are 
ready to drop, still protesting 
they are not tired. 

It is this sort of thing that 
brings on tantrums, fighting 
children who are unable longer 
to control themselves. Over- 
fatigue is what brings on many 
a scene at bedtime, sometimes 
at the supper table. If this can 
be prevented everybody con- 
cerned will be happier. 


Mothers have a busy day and 
they, too, are fatigued at the 
end of the day and this bed- 
time fuss is just the last straw. 
Nor is it easy to prevent it. 
Children who are in the active 
stage of growth seem tireless. 
Mothers cannot keep up to 
them and stop their onward 
rush in time to prevent their 
reaching the breaking. point 
unless they keep the idea in 
mind they might be able to 
help themselves and the chil- 
dren, too. 


IT MIGHT be possible, for 
example, to time the children’s 
activity a bit. Not that they 
must live under the compul- 
sion of the clock, but within 
reasonable limits. One cannot 
interrupt a football game 
played by nine-year-oldg, but 
one can say, “When “you've 
made that goal—” Little girls 
jumping rope or playing hide- 
and-seek can be warned, “I'll 
be calling you soon now.” 


Some limit has to be set on 
all children’s activities; schoo) 
days are hard on children; spe- 
cial lessons after school can 
be a strain; extra school activi- 
ties can become an added 
strain. Children’s programs 
must be supervised lest they, 
unwittingly, overdo and suffer 
fatigue, fatigue that afflicts the 
whole family.

Dear Martha: 

DO YOU THINK a girl of 18 should be allowed to 
viait a eollege out of town? I have done things before to 
make my parents feel as though I’m not old enough to go 
out like that—but that was long ago and forgotten. I have

school. I have been in- 
vited by girl friends to 
visit them but my par- 
ents say, “Absolutely no, 
we won't think of it.” 
Now I'm afraid a boy I 
have had one date with 
is going to ask me down 
to a big fraternity dance. 
Even though my parents 
have only met him once, 
I can find out anything 
they want to know about 
him. He ts very well liked at school and to me is a nice 
boy. If I can prove to my parents I am old enough to 
leave for a weekend, don't you think I should be allowed 
to go? After all, they have to get accustomed to the fact 
that I'm not a child. WONDERING. 


A. And that’s one of the hardest things to ask 
of a parent. It’s true that many girls your age 
do accept invitations from both boys and girls to 
visit them at school and to attend such events as 
a fraternity dance, Those events are always well- 
chaperoned and the boys and girls are expected 
to act like ladies and gentlemen.

On Voting 
Intelligently 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


THERE ARE all kinds of 


reasons for voting for a par- 
ticular politician. You may vote 
for him because his name is on 
the top of the ballot, or be- 
cause he has a nice face; or be- 
cause he happens to be your 
uncle. 

Although most of us feel 


that voting is both a privilege | 


and an obligation, we some- 
times forget that part of our 
obligation is to vote 
gently and thoughtfully, for 
the very best candidate avail- 
ble, whether he be running 
for dog-catcher or President. 
The health of the nation, and | 


of our own community depends | | 


on how we respond. to this ob- 
ligation. 

But how can we determine 
who is the best candidate’ 
There must always be room | 
for honest differences of opin- | 
ion, of course—without it the 
word democracy becomes a 
mockery. But are there any 
objective standards which help 
us to judge among our aspiring 
politicians? 

SOME PEOPLE vote strictly 
on the basis of party alle- 
giance. This can become con- 
fusing, since the principles of 
the major parties are liable to 
vary from place to place and 
from year to year. For in- 
stance, a Democrat or a Re- 
publican in one part of the 
country may think quite dif- 
ferently from his counterpart 
in another region. (A quick 
glance at the Congressional 
Record will demonstrate this 
fact beyond question). An even 
more serious drawback to this 
method of selection is that it 


may lead ene to vote for a. 
mariifestly inferior man, sim- | 
ply because he is attached to 


one’s favorite party. 


Another group of people 
always vote strictly for the 
interests of its own class. 
This may sometimes be a val- 
id motive: If one particular 
cl is not being fairly rep- 
r d, its members are 
perfectly entitled to try to 
redress the balance with their 
votes. But this method can 
also lead to a terrible sel- 
fishness, and a callousness 
towards other classes, which 
is un-Christian as well as un- 
democratic. The public good 
is of paramount importance; 
and it is the public good 
that we hold in our hands 
everytime we vote. 


The ultimate standard. of 
selection must be a moral one. 
This does not mean voting for 
the man with the best moral 
“front”; the man who spouts 
platitudes in his sleep, and 
who invariably “keeps up ap- 
pearances.” It means looking 
for politicians with real, moral 
integrity and honesty; men 


who are even prepared to be) 
if necessary, for | 
men 


unpopular, 
the sake of a principle, 
whose actions smell as sweet 
as their words. 


In case this standard of 
selection seems unrealistic 
and impractical, just consid- 
er what has happened in the 
past to governments that 
hate lacked moral backbone. 
The Kerensky regime in 
Russia, the Weimer repub- 
lic in Germany, the Vichy 
government in France—these 
were all governments which 
could not suply moral lead- 
ership when it was vitally 
needed, and as a conse- 
quence, they let their citi- 
zens down completely. Even 
from a practical, realistic 
point of view, they were ab- 
jectPailures. 


It has often been said that 


a country gets the politicians | 
there- | 


it deserves. Perhaps, 
fote, it i@ a mistake to expect 
our leaders to have more moral 
fiber than we have, 
given time. 
duty as voters begins even be- 
fore we go to the polls. 
first dijty is clearly to strength- 
en ourselves, and to make our- 
selves worthy of better poli- 
ticians. If there is dishonesty 
and selfishness in our own 
souls, we can hardly expect to 
find anything better in the 
souls of m@m who represent us. 
Only when our own moral 
standards are beter, can we 
look for better legislation. 
BUT OUR DUTY does not 
stop there. Decent, honorable 
people have sometimes been 
betrayed by unworthy politi- 
cians. This will always hap- 
pen, as long. as we fail to 
realize that morality, must 
manifest itself in every area 
of life, including political. If 
the voters are apathetic to the 
moral issues in politics, these 
issues will certainly be dealt 
with on an immoral basis. 


And if a day comes when | 


Jews, Protestants and Cath- 
olics in this country are not 
allowed to worship God ac- 
cording to the light of con- 
science, it will be because 
for years they never thought 
it mattered for whom they 
voted.
